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FOREWORD 

The  preparation  of  this  history  has  covered  about  four  years  of  time.  Old  records 
have  been  searched  in  all  areas  where  the  family  stopped  for  any  length  of  time. 

In  this  monner,  information  concerning  their  activities  has  been  found  and  in¬ 
cluded  wherever  it  was  of  interest.  In  none  of  the  records  have  I  found  even  one 
instance  of  conduct  of  which  we  need  be  ashamed.  True,  there  were  court  activities 
at  various  times  and  other  activities,  debts  or  such,  but  no  criminal  cases  of  any 
nature  have  been  discovered. 

Generally  speaking,  the  family  seems  to  have  been  a  hard  working  agricultural 
type  of  people  with  a  few  professional  men  emerging  now  and  then.  There  were 
doctors,  lawyers,  teachers  and  a  few  soldiers.  But  for  the  most  part,  our  family 
has  been  one  that  tilled  the  soil. 

The  author  has  traveled  thousands  of  miles  and  read  hundred  of  records  and  books 
in  his  efforts  to  find  the  truth.  Trips  to  Illinois,  Tennessee  and  North  Carolina, 
as  well  as  dozens  of  trips  to  the  National  Archives  at  Washington,  D.C.,  the  State 
Archives  of  Virginia,  North  Carolina  and  Georgia  have  revealed  what  I  have  re¬ 
corded. 

I  hope  that  this  small  booklet  will  be  sufficient  incentive  to  start  all  of  the 
family  on  the  road  to  keeping  additional  records  up  to  date  so  that  the  story  of 
our  people  may  not  be  unknown  should  occasion  arise  where  it  is  needed.

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INTRODUCTION 

"The  man  who  feels  no  sentiment  of  veneration  for  the  memory  of  his  fathers,  who 
has  no  natural  regrrd  for  his  ancestors  or  his  kindred,  is  himself  unworthy  of 
kindred  regard  or  remembrance."  This  statement  was  made  by  Daniel  Webster,  who 
further  stated,  "He  who  careth  not  from  whence  he  came,  cereth  little  whither 
he  goeth." 

This  indicates  the  feeling  of  the  early  Americans  toward  their  ancestors  and 
heritage.  While  we  do  not  revere  ancestors  to  this  high  degree,  it  is  still 
hopod  that  this  booklet  will  give  some  information  to  the  members  of  our  family 
which  can  be  used  in  looking  both  forward  and  backward, 

I  have  always  been  interested  in  the  EDWARDS  family  history  and  because  of  my 
questions,  the  basic  outline  of  this  story  was  provided  by  my  father,  John  Logan 
Edwards.  He  told  me  tales  of  his  youth  and  the  story  of  the  family  journey  from 
Carolina  and  Tennessee  to  the  State  of  Illinois.  He  told  me  of  the  death  and 
burial  places  of  our  early  ancestors.  The  tales  of  his  youth  in  Illinois, 
logging  on  the  Kaskaskai  River  in  the  winter  time  -  the  story  of  the  watch  his 
Uncle  Tom  lost  in  the  river  -  the  days  he  spent  with  his  friends,  the  parties 
they  attended  and  the  stories  of  the  hardships  of  early  life  in  "The  Prairie 
State",  were  such  that  they  made  a  lasting  impression  in  my  mind*  With  my 
father,  I  visited  the  old  home  on  Bruster  Prairie  where  he  was  born,  the  old 
Brooks  place  where  he  lived  after  his  mother  died  and  where  his  father  had 
lived  -  all  stories  a  boy  would  enjoy.  Then,  the  tales  of  the  Civil  'War  which 
he  had  heard  from  his  Uncles  Tom  Edwards,  Abram  Edwards  and  Leander  Skeen  as 
well  as  those  told  by  his  brother-in-law.  Lieutenant  John  Clark  seemed  to  my 
boyish  imagination  as  the  stories  of  true  heroes.  All  the  old  soldiers  were 
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called  Uncle #  and  although  he  could  not  exactly  say  why,  it  seemed  to  bo  a  title 
of  rospoct* 

Then,  as  a  boy  I  attended  the  church  services  held  at  the  old  "Prairio  Chapel" 
and  lator  at  Boulder  on  the  fourth  Sunday  of  May  and  known  as  "Memorial  Day"*  At 
this  time  all  the  old  soldiers,  veterans  of  the  Civil  War,  would  bo  present  and 
tell  stories  of  their  services*  To  a  small  boy,  this  was  quite  an  exciting  day. 

Some  of  these  men  that  I  rocall  were  Undo  John  Cole  with  the  flag  which  ho  carried 
through  the  War,  Undo  Sam  Dixon,  Unde  Ned  Tune,  Uncle  Nick  Mindor  and  his  brother. 
Uncle  Emory  Minder  who  was  supposed  to  bo  able  to  predict  the  weather  with  unfailing 
accuracy;  my  father's  Uncles  Tom  Edwards  and  Leonder  Skeen  with  his  wife.  Aunt 
Kate  Skoon,  sister  of  my  grandmother  Edwards;  Uncle  Simon  Nichols  and  many  others 
whoso  names  I  have  forgotten,  woro  always  present#  Not  an  old  soldier,  but  always 
present  was  "Uncle"  Jim  Belcher  who  told  about  the  "Statos  Rights"  men  who  passed 
his  old  home  in  Kentucky  during  the  war.  There  were  many  more  I  am  sure  but  their 
names  did  not  stick  in  my  boyish  mind.  This  day  of  reraombrance  to  former  soldiers 
is  still  celebrated  in  this  community.  I  attended  a  service  there  in  1952  and 
present  were  former  soldiers  of  later  wars  as  well  as  a  few  children  of  the  old 
Civil  War  veterans  who  were  still  coming  to  the  service  begun  by  their  fathers. 

Recently,  it  has  occurred  to  me  that  with  the  passing  of  my  generation,  much  of 
our  family  history  will  cease  to  bo  known  because  the  family  is  so  scattered  that 
it  is  doubtful  if  they  will  over  be  together  again.  Today,  very  few  of  the 
younger  mombers  hove  heard  the  names  of  their  ancestors  or  whero  thoy  originated* 
Because  of  this,  I  have  made  the  search  to  find  the  facts  and  record  them  so  that 
present  generations  can  add  to  this  and  have  a  complete  history  of  our  family  from 
the  time  of  arrival  in  America  to  the  present  time* 


Allan  Ralph  Edwards 
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Origin  of  tho  EDWARDS  family  name 

The  family  name  of  EDWARDS  is  of  anciont  Welsh  origin,  but  the  family  eproad 
over  all  the  British  Isles  in  oarly  times.  For  the  most  part  throughout  its 
long  history,  tho  nemo  has  boon  borne  by  the  landed  aristocracy  of  Great  Britian. 

Tho  name  EDWARDS  is  the  genative  form  of  the  Christian  or  given  name  Edward. 
Literally,  it  means  "son  of  Edward"*  Tho  name  Edward  is  derived  from  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  namo  Ead-woard  which  moans  defender  of  property.  Tho  word  EDWARDS,  there¬ 
fore  signifies  the  son  of  Edward,  a  dofender  of  property.  Some  English  familios 
today  uso  tho  anoient  spelling  of  Edwardos,  but  the  American  families  spell  the 
name  as  EDWARDS  as  did  our  first  American  ancestor. 

Thero  wero  sevoral  family  linos  developed  which  used  the  namo  EDWARDS.  One  livod 
near  Shrewsbury,  Shropshire,  England  and  traces  its  origin  from  the  Lord  of 
Cynllaoth,  Montgomoryshiro ,  Wales  and  of  Llwynymaon,  Shropshire,  England  and  was 
quite  activo  about  1182  in  the  affairs  of  the  English  nation. 

Others  of  tho  name  living  in  Groat  Britain  at  an  early  date  were  Richard  Edwards 
in  1128;  Hugh  Edwards  of  Lcvorington,  in  the  Isle  of  Ely  in  1343,  who  was  tho 
ancestor  of  the  line  of  EDWARDS  of  Hardingham,  Norfolk,  England.  Another  Richard 
Edwards  who  moved  from  Wales  to  London  about  1580  was  clergyman  in  attendance 
upon  Queen  Elisaboth  I. 

While  it  is  not  definitely  known  in  overy  case  from  which  of  the  many  lines  of 
the  family  in  Great  Britain  the  oarly  EDWARDS  emigrants  to  America  wero  descended, 
it  may  bo  justly  said  that  the  family  in  the  New  World  has  preserved  and  continued 
its  ancestral  tradition  of  achievement  and  distinction  and  has  maintained  tho 
family  honor  in  all  their  endeavors,  and  has  brought  renewed  honor  to  the  ancient 
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Emigration  to  Ancricc  bogon  oarly  in  the  colonial  history.  One  of  the  first  of 
the  none  was  Zillion  Edwards  who  resided  in  Jamestown,  Virginia  in  162£#  Another 
early  emigrant,  who  may  hove  been  the  ancestor  of  a  large  family  of  EB.7/.RDS 
existing  in  Virginia  in  the  oightccnty  century,  was  John  Edwards,  who  mode  his 
henc  at  Charlestown  in  1637* 

In  the  early  eighteenth  century,  Ceptcin  Ceder  Edv/erde,  of  .Vales  settled  in 
Baltimore,  clary  land  with  his  wife,  ilary  Gordon,  a  descendant  of  the  Scottish  clan 
Coraon.  Their  children  wero  Sally,  Rachel,  ‘.Vi Ilian,  Bavid,  Alexander,  Thomas, 
Ninian,  John,  Robert  end  Cader.  Governor  Ninian  Edwards  of  Illinois  was  de¬ 
scended  from  this  family# 

The  descendants  of  these  and  other  branches  of  the  family  in  America  have  spread 
to  practically  every  State  of  the  Union  and  have  aided  as  much  in  the  growth  of 
the  nation  as  their  ancestors  did  in  establishing  the  colonies*  Today,  the  name 
is  found  among  clergymen,  educators,  scholars,  writers,  soldiers  and  statesmen  as 
well  as  among  the  tradesmen  and  agricultural  people# 

Those  Americans  who  posess  old  and  honored  names,  who  trace  the  history  of  their 
surname  back  to  sturdy  emigrant  ancestors  can  rightfully  be  proud  of  their  heritage# 

In  the  beginning  the  name  was  only  a  word  of  identification,  but  it  has  been 
developed  to  be  a  part  of  the  bearer’s  individuality.  It  has  become  a  badge  of 
family  honor  and  is  well  defined  in  the  old  adage,  "A  good  name  is  rather  to  be 
chosen  than  great  riches.” 
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The  EDWARDS  Family  Coat  of  Arm* 

There  were  many  Coat*  of  Arm#  given  to  various  member#  of  the  EDWARDS  family* 
They  all  have  a  generally  #imilar  basic  design  but  the  variations  indicate 
various  members  of  the  same  family  line* 

Two  distinot  designs  have  been  discovered  in  the  Virginia  area*  A  Coat  of  Am# 
used  by  John  Edwards  of  Lancaster  County  in  1657  is  the  same  as  the  one  used  by 
Isaac  Edwards  while  he  was  secretary  to  Lord  Tryon,  Governor  of  North  Carolina* 
Isaao  Edwards*  family  has  been  traced  to  William  Edwards  of  Jamestown,  Virginia* 


The  Coat  of  Arms  shown  here  has  been  found  in  Virginia  records  and  was  used  by 
Robert  Edwards*  The  search  shows  it  was  originally  issued  to  a  Robert  Edwards 
in  England  about  1600,  who  could  have  been  the  father  of  our  Amerioan  anoestor*

The  some  Arms  was  used  by  a  family  in  New  England  but  thoro  is  nothing  dofinito 
to  show  the  rolation  of  tho  two  families  oxoopt  that  mon  of  the  samo  given  namo 
migratod  to  Now  England  from  tho  EDWARDS  family.  Sinco  our  ancestor,  Robort 
Edwards,  used  this  Coat  of  Arras,  this  dovioo  is  givon  hero  as  belonging  to 
our  family.

In  making  a  record  of  this  naturo,  it  is  nocossary  that  any  porson  named  can 
be  found  and  known  to  bo  differont  from  somo  other  mombor  of  tho  family  boaring 
tho  same  name  • 

Thoreforo,  I  shall  bogin  tho  system  by  designating  the  first  ancestor  in  Amorica, 
Robort  Edwards,  as  generation  Number  1*  His  childron  will  boeomo  generation  2. 
Each  child  will  bo  dosignatod  by  a  capital  lettor,  tho  first  born  boing  lotterod 
A,  tho  second  B  and  so  on  until  all  children  aro  numbored*  In  this  mannor,  thoro 
will  bo  many  combinations  of  numbors  and  lottors,  but  no  two  will  be  oxactly  tho 
samo  • 

I  have  not  shown  all  tho  childron  of  all  tho  pooplo  montionod  in  this  volume*  To 
do  so  would  mako  it  so  largo  that  it  would  bo  impossible  to  publish  and  also,  I 
did  not  traoo  out  thoso  familios  which  were  not  of  immediate  concern  to  our  own 
ancostry*  In  somo  cases,  I  followod  families  thinking  they  wore  in  our  group, 
and  havo  includod  some  of  the  oarlior  onos  to  show  tho  branching  and  movement 
to  various  sections  of  tho  Unitod  States  by  members  of  the  EDWARDS  namo* 

Tho  man  in  eaoh  generation  who  carrios  on  our  ancostry  will  have  an  asterisk  (*) 
before  his  name.  In  this  manner,  you  can  find  the  man  who  is  your  ancostor  by 
following  the  listing  of  the  mark,  ♦,  and  the  numboring  systom  shown  abovo  down 
to  our  common  ancestor*  Young  Edwards.  Aftor  that  you  will  know  your  own  parents 
and  grandparonts# 
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VIRGINIA  ANCESTORS 
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Our  first  American  ancostor  was  Robort  Edwards,  who  in  Septembor  1635  took  tho 
oath  of  allogicnoo  to  the  King  of  England  boforo  ho  gailod  for  Virginia,  In 
1638  ho  scttlod  on  a  tract  of  land  which  had  boon  patontod  by  Goorg  Ifynifo, 
merchant.  On  his  oath  of  allogionco  ho  gave  hii  ago  at  27  yoars,  thoroby 
indicating  ho  was  born  in  1608*  No  montion  was  mado  of  a  wifo  and  it  is 
prosumod  that  ho  was  unraarriod  at  tho  timo  ho  carao  to  America* 

He  is  mentioned  in  various  plaoos  around  tho  Virginia  Colony,  in  Northumberland 
County,  in  tho  "Pamunkoy  Nock”  which  is  presently  in  the  County  of  King  William* 
On  July  27,  1673  ho  was  named  oversoer  of  the  will  of  Nicho  Jonkins  and  again 
on  August  25,  1677  ho  was  namod  os  a  juror  in  tho  Court  of  Westmoreland  County* 
What  is  boliovod  to  havo  been  his  ostatc  settlement  is  found  in  the  rocords  of 
Islo  of  Wight  County,  Virginia  whero  his  ostato  was  presented  for  probate  by  his 
friond,  Owon  Griffin,  on  Doc  10,  1694* 


Robort  Edwards  had  several  children  and  from  the  differences  in  their  agos,  it  is 
assumod  that  he  was  married  moro  than  once*  Only  a  few  dotails  of  these  children 
livos  havo  boon  found*  Robert  will  be  listod  as  generation  1  and  will  bogln  our 


ancostry*

(a)  James  Edwards,  Sr*  was  a  planter  and  businoss  man*  Ho  is  known  to  havo  livod 
in  King  William  County,  Virginia  where  ho  patented  854  acres  of  land  on 
Sopt  4,  1701  in  the  Pamunkoy  Nock  and  whoro  his  father  is  also  known  to  have 
livod.  He  sold  330  acres  of  this  land  on  Sopt  21,  1703  to  Thomas  Terry  for 
5000  pounds  of  tobacco.  In  this  deed  ho  is  mentioned  as  boing  a  milwright* 

He  paid  taxos  on  the  balance  of  this  land  as  lato  as  1704*  In  another  entry, 
ho  mentions  land  which  he  received  from  his  father,  Robert  Edwards*  Ho  livod 
in  St  Johns  Parish,  King  William  County,  Pamunkoy  Nock.  He  is  also  named  as 
a  witnoss  to  a  doed  in  1700# 


He  was  probably  born  in  Northumberland  County  and  is  thought  to  havo  diod  in 
Isle  of  Wight  County  whoro  his  will  was  filed  for  probate*  Tho  will  is  re¬ 
corded  in  The  Groat  Book,  pago  151*  It  is  dated  July  16,  1722  and  was 
recorded  for  probate  on  Fob  24,  1723#

Jemos  had  two  closo  frionds  at  tho  timo  of  his  doath,  William  Pope  and  Nathan 
Godwin  and  to  whom  ho  left  logacics#  Thoy  could  havo  been  rolativos  of  some 
degroo.  It  is  prosuracd  that  ho  named  his  son  Nathan  for  this  friond,  Nathan  Godwin# 

No  will  has  boon  found  for  Jonas  Edwards,  but  in  tho  settlement  of  William1*  ostato, 
ho  loavos  land  to  his  son  James  which  borders  on  that  of  Jonas  Edwards# 


David  lived  for  a  timo  in  Edgeombe  County,  North  Carolina  and  then  moved  wost  and 
in  1800  is  mentioned  frequently  in  tho  rocords  of  Ashe  County  whero  many  of  tho 
family  lived#

Robert  and  his  father  wero  both  plontors  and  wero  oxtensive  growers  of  tobacco  as

He  lived  for  some  time  in  Bertie  County,  North  Carolina 
since  his  son.  Little  Berry,  claimed  that  County  as  the  place  of  his  birth.  He, 
Nathan  Jr.,  is  found  in  the  Sumner  County,  Tennessee  Census  of  1830  as  a  widower 
with  two  daughters  at  home*  His  son.  Little  Berry,  also  lived  in  Sumner  County 
at  that  time.

Little  Berry  Edwards  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812  and  served  two  tours  of 
duty,  Sopt  24,  1812  to  April  24,  1813  as  a  Private  and  Sergeant.  From  Sept  24, 
1813  to  Doc  22,  1813  he  served  as  a  2nd  Lieutenant.  He  volunteered  for  service 
in  Sumner  County,  Tennessee  and  was  discharged  near  Huntsville,  Alabama* 


He  was  married  in  Montgomery  County,  Alabama  by  Chief  Justice  H.  D.  Stone,  of 
tho  Orphans  Court,  Mississippi  Territory.  Hi*  wifo  was  the  daughter  of  Loon 
Fields.  Following  thoir  marriage,  they  returned  to  Sumner  County  and  spent  the 
remainder  of  their  lives  in  that  County* 

(d)  Elizabeth  marriod  a  man  named  Hunt.  She  i*  buriod  in  the  Love-Edwards 
Cemetery* 
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(o)  Jamoa  B.  Edward#  served  in  tho  War  of  1812*  Ho  enlisted  and  was  mustered

(a)  John  Edwards,  Sr#  was  born  in  Northumberland  County,  Virginia.  Tho  family 
moved  to  Isle  of  Wight  County,  Virginia  from  King  William  County  sometime  after 
1740#  John  Edwards,  Sr#  was  a  soldier  in  tho  Revolutionary  War  from  North  Carolina# 
Since  he  entered  sorvico  in  1778,  ho  must  havo  been  living  in  that  state  at  the 
time#  Ho  entered  first  on  April  12,  1778  with  his  son  Stokes  Edwards#  On  April 
12,  1781,  he  and  his  son,  John  Edwards,  Jr.  again  enlisted  and  were  released  on 
April  12,  1782#  Both  are  shown  on  a  list  of  those  paid  for  this  service# 


Following  the  War,  he  went  to  Georgia  where  ho  took  land  in  Burko  County  and  is 
shown  as  a  Revolutionary  War  voter an#  It  is  not  known  when  ho  returned  to  North 
Carolina  or  when  ho  went  to  Virginia  again#  Howevor,  in  1802  he  married  tho 
fourth  time  in  Northumberland  County  and  then  roturned  oithcr  to  Georgia  or  North 
Carolina#  He  w  as  a  large  land  owner  and  mill  operator  in  North  Carolina#  His 
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will  is  datod  Doo  1,  1817  and  was  probated  in  Orango  County,  North  Carolina 
in  January  1818,  where  ho  is  presumed  to  have  diod  although  ho  mentions  property 
in  other  places  which  ho  ownod# 

(b)  Stokes  Edwards  was  probably  born  in  Virginia.  All  the  children  shown  are 
mentionod  in  his  father's  will#  However,  it  is  known  that  ho  was  married  more 
than  once,  probably  throe  times,  and  had  several  other  children.  He  died  in 
Illinois  and  his  widow,  named  Sarah,  lived  in  Fayetto  County  in  1840  with  some 
of  the  unmarried  children.  It  is  believed  that  this  wifo  was  formorly  named 
Sarah  Lano  whom  Stokes  married  in  Wilson  County,  Tonnossee  on  Jan  9,  1832* 

Three  of  Stokes'  sons  by  his  first  marriage,  Isaac,  John  and  Richard  were  living 
in  Morgan  County,  Illinois  in  1830.  Stokes  Edwards  made  an  application  for  a 
Revolutionary  War  pension  from  Morgan  County  on  Sept  30,  1833  at  which  time  ho 
said  he  was  73  yoars  and  10  months  of  age.  On  Nov  22,  1834  an  affidavit  was 
mado  in  Orango  County,  North  Carolina  by  his  brother,  Allen  Edwards,  stating 
that  Stokes  performed  the  War  sorvice  claimed.  Stokes  diod  before  this  claim 
could  bo  provon.  Soveral  of  his  childron  lived  and  died  in  Fayottc  County, 
Illinois# 

(o)  Isaac,  John  and  Richard  Edwards  wero  living  in  Morgan  County,  Illinois  and 
can  be  found  in  the  Census  of  that  County  for  1830#  Isaac  later  movod  to  Clinton 

County  whoro  ho  took  a  patent  on  40  acres  of  land  on  Aug  17,  1840# 

(d)  This  marriago  was  performed  in  Southampton  County,  Virginia.  Sarah  is 
believed  to  bo  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Jackson# 

(o)  William  Edwards'  will  is  on  record  in  Orango  County,  North  Carolina  where 
ho  died  in  1784.  His  wife  and  sons  aro  montioned  but  none  of  them  aro  named# 

(f)  John  Edwards,  Jr.  also  servod  in  the  Revolutionary  War#  He  enlisted  with 
his  father  on  12  April  1781  and  presumably  was  discharged  on  Apr  12,  1782#  Ho 
was  taken  prisonor  by  the  British  and  was  held  on  the  prison  ship  "Forbray"  in 
Charleston  harbor# 

(g)  Allen  Edwards  was  executor  of  his  father's  will.  He  later  livod  in  Ashe 

County,  N0rth  Carolina  and  is  found  there  in  the  Census  as  late  as  1850.  His 

doto  of  birth  is  computed  from  the  Census  records  of  1820#

(a)Young  Edwards  was  probably  born  in  North  Carolina.  It  is  known  that  his 
father  lived  in  Goorgia  about  1786  and  took  land  thcro  basod  on  his  Revolutionary 
War  scrvico#  Young  also  lived  in  Bibb  County,  Goorgia  in  1827  and  was  a  winner 
in  tho  land  lottery  of  that  year.  It  is  not  known  if  he  married  in  Georgia  or 
olsowhcro  but  tho  Consus  of  1840  shows  his  oldost  son  as  12  years  old  and  sinco 
Young  doos  not  appear  in  Illinois  rocords  until  1831,  it  is  assumed  that  Boyd 
was  born  somoplaco  other  than  Illinois.  The  first  montion  of  Young  Edwards  in 
tho  Stato  of  Illinois  is  found  in  "History  of  Marion  and  Clinton  Counties?  by 
Brink,  MoDonough  &  Co.  printed  in  1881  whero  on  pago  273  tho  statoment  is  mado 
that  Young  Edwards  locatod  north  of  Flat  Crock  on  the  County  lino  in  1831.  Ho 
was  married  tho  second  time  in  Fayotto  County,  Illinois  and  the  record  is 
ontcrod  on  page  5  of  Marriage  Record  Book  A* 


It  is  bolioved  thot  Young  came  to  Illinois  with  his  oldest  brother,  Stokes 
Edwards.  It  has  been  shown  previously  that  Stokes  lived  for  a  timo  in  Morgan 
County  and  later  his  family  was  found  in  Fayotto  County.  Stokes  and  at  loast 
his  son  Isaac  aro  also  known  to  have  lived  in  Georgia.  Thereforo  it  can  bo 
roasoned  that  tho  ontiro  group  camo  to  Illinois  somotimo  about  1830# 


On  May  4,  1836,  Young  took  out  a  patent  on  42  acres  of  land  in  Marion  County 
described  as  NE  £  of  NE  -5-,  Soct  5,  Twp  4N,  R  1  E  which  land  he  ownod  at  the 
timo  ho  diod.  This  was  not  all  of  his  land,  but  is  the  tract  used  in  proving 
our  doscont  from  Young  Edwards.  This  tract  of  land  was  sold  in  conformity  with 
tho  terms  of  his  will  and  tho  children  signed  their  parts  to  the  purchaser#  On 
ono  such  dood,  John  Edwards  and  Mary  his  wifo,  Abram  Edwards  and  Jane  his  wifo, 
and  Thomas  Edwards  signed.  On  anothor  such  deed,  John  and  Nancy  Edwards  signed 
for  a  tract  of  land# 


Young  Edwards*  will  is  found  in  Probato  Records,  Book  F,  pages  511-512  in 
Marion  County,  Illinois#  See  copy  of  will  in  tho  "Documonts  of  Interest"  in 
lctor  pages  of  this  booklet# 

When  Young  died,  his  widow  Mary  Anderson  Edwards,  and  Philip  Hartman  asked  for 
Lotters  of  Administration  on  April  17,  1848#  They  filed  bond  on  April  10,  1848 
the  samo  day  final  Lotters  of  Administration  wero  granted#  No  guardians  for 
tho  minor  children  (  8  of  thorn)  has  boon  found  until  after  Mary's  death# 

Final  sottlcmont  of  the  estate  was  made  in  Marion  County  on  September  17,  185Qb 
Tho  land  was  not  sold  until  tho  youngest  child  was  of  ago# 
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Young  Edwards  was  buriod  on  his  farm  and  the  stonos  remained  thcro  until  after 
1920*  As  lato  as  1928,  tho  author  and  his  father  looked  for  thoso  stones  but 
they  woro  gono*  Lator,  the  author* s  father  called  on  the  man  who  ownod  tho  land 
and  ho  said  ho  had  removed  the  stonos  and  plowed  over  the  land  where  the  gravos 
were  looatod*  Tho  author's  father  found  some  of  the  stonos  and  removod  them  to  a 
Comctcry,  but  at  this  dato  tho  stones  have  not  boon  found  although  a  search  has 
been  mado*  Young's  son,  John  Edwards  and  othors  of  the  family  woro  buriod  in 
the  same  family  plot  and  those  stonos  aro  also  missing* 

(b)  Mary  Andorson  was  the  daughter  of  Ignatius  Andorson  who  lived  in  Clinton 
County  as  oar  iy  as  1825  but  who  movod  to  Marion  County  for  a  time  about  1833, 
after  which  he  roturned  to  Clinton  County  whore  ho  diod.  His  will  is  dated 
Doc  17,  1845  and  is  found  in  Clinton  County  and  montions  Mary  Edwards  by  name* 

Ho  diod  on  Dee  18,  1845*  Ho  had  two  sons,  Aloxandor,  who  diod  on  Nov  29,  1842, 
and  John  Anderson  who  arc  not  mentioned  in  the  will*  Sco  his  will  in  "Documents 
of  Intorcst"  in  lator  pages  of  this  booklet* 

At  Young  Edwards'  doath,  Mary  was  left  with  8  children  at  home*  With  such  a 
largo  family  to  support,  Mary  found  it  quito  difficult  to  manage*  Her  son, 

John,  soon  found  a  homo  with  George  Brooks  and  his  wife  Nancy  Bock  whom  ho  had 
marriod  on  Oct  25,  1849*  John  romainod  in  this  homo  until  ho  married  and 
established  his  own  home.  In  fact,  John  Edwards  livod  for  several  yoars  on  a 
farm  owned  by  Goorgo  Brooks  and  where  all  of  his  childron  were  born*  Mary's 
stop-son,  Boyd,  found  a  homo  with  Nathan  Skoon  and  lived  thcro  until  ho  married* 
Nancy  married  tho  next  year  after  her  father's  death  which  still  left  5  childron 
with  Mary* 

On  April  28,  1848,  Mary  married  Philip  Hartman,  a  widower  with  two  childron, 
Alpheus  Hartman  and  Lydia  A,  Hartman.  Mary  boro  Philip  two  childron,  a  son 
Daniol  Hartman  born  in  1849  and  Eliza  Hartman  born  in  1851.  Tho  family  movod 
to  Fayetto  County  and  continued  to  live  thcro  and  whore  Philip  died  on  March  20, 
1856*  Mary  diod  soon  thereafter  on  Oct  12,  1857.  Tho  County  Court  of  Fayetto 
County  appointod  Mary's  oldest  son,  John  Edwards,  to  administer  her  estate  on 
Octobor  15,  1857  and  on  Fob  3,  1858,  John  was  appointod  Guardian  of  the  minor 
childron  of  Young  and  Mary  Anderson  Edwards.  Those  children  wero  Mary,  Abram 
and  Young  Thomas  Edwards.  Shadrach  Hartman,  father  of  Philip  Hartman,  was 
appointod  Guardian  of  the  two  minor  Hartman  children,  Daniel  and  Eliza* 

John  Edwards  gavo  bond  which  was  signed  by  Goorge  W.  Brooks  and  John  Calvin 
Brustcr.  This  cstato  was  still  in  probato  as  lato  as  Sopt  1864,  and  all  tho 
land  in  Marion  County  was  not  sold  and  doeds  givon  until  on  Jan  30,  1866* 

Eliza  Hartman  and  tho  minor  children  of  Young  Edwards  wero  taken  into  the  home 
of  John  Edwards  who  had  no  childron  at  that  timo*  In  fact,  theso  children 
continued  to  mako  this  their  home  until  they  married* 

Abram  Edwards  and  Young  Thomas  Edwards  (  he  took  the  name  Thomas  and  was  called 
that  all  his  lifo)  left  this  homo  to  enter  tho  Union  Army  during  the  Civil  War# 
Mary  Edwards  married  Thomas  Linton  in  1862  and  Eliza  continued  to  live  with 
Mary  Edwards  (wifo  of  John  Edwards)  until  hor  marriage* 
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Eliza  Hartman  marriod  John  Phillips  on  Juno  50,  1867  and  continued  to  livo  noar 
Mary  Edwards  and  family.  Eliza  and  John  then  moved  to  Harper  County,  Kansas 
and  settled  noar  Bluff  City.  John  took  up  a  homostoad  which  he  proved  and  whore 
ho  lived  until  his  doath.  Ho  had  onlistcd  in  the  War  between  the  States  as  a 
privato  soldier  but  advancod  to  the  rank  of  1st  Lioutonant  at  the  timo  of  his 
dischargo  on  Sopt  27,  1864  at  Springfield,  Illinois.  John  diod  on  Oct  3,  1904 
and  Eliza  romarried  on  Oct  8,  1910.  They  had  throe  children,  Gertio  b.  Dec  5, 
1874;  Mertio,  b.  Sept  20  1878;  and  edgar  b.  Aug  29,  1887.  John  Phillips  had 
boon  pensioned  on  July  14,  1890.  He  was  buried  at  Bluff  City,  Kansas  on 
Oct  5,  1904  with  tho  Rev.  E.  M.  Smith  officiating  at  tho  burial.

(a)  John  Edward*  was  born  in  Fayotto  County,  Illinois  on  a  farm  just  south  of 
tho  sottlomcnt  of  St  James*  Whon  his  mother  romorriod,  John  wont  to  live  with 
Goorgo  W.  Brooks  in  Clinton  County  and  romainod  in  this  homo  until  his  marriago* 
George  Brooks  always  treatod  him  as  a  son* 

At  tho  imo  of  his  doath,  John  Edwards  had  boon  siok  for  a  long  time.  Thoro 
is  no  montion  mado  of  tho  causo  of  sickness,  but  tho  modical  bills  prosontod 
at  tho  time  of  his  doath  shows  that  ho  had  boon  under  a  doctor's  oaro  sinco 
July  IT,  1861.  For  tho  time  in  history,  the  modioal  bill  was  quito  high, 
amounting  to  moro  than  $200.00.  Two  doctors.  Dr.  E,  M.  Beach  and  Dr.  E.  H. 
Hoffman,  aro  listed  as  having  attonded  him  in  his  prolongod  illnoss*  Among 
tho  items  in  the  sottlcmont  of  tho  ostato  is  tho  cost  of  tho  burial*  It  was 
quito  difforont  from  the  pro sent  timo,  the  coffin  boing  hand  mado  by  his 
brother-in-law,  Loandor  T.  Skeen* 

Mary  Edwards  applied  for  Lotters  of  Administration  on  the  ostato  and  thoy  wero 
grantod  to  hor.  Her  bond  was  signod  by  George  W*  Brooks  and  Abram  Edwards.  Tho 
inventory  showed  porsonal  property  and  40  acros  of  land.  Among  the  bills  and 
notos  due  the  ostato  was  ono  on  Shadrach  Hartman  for  boarding  and  clothing  for 
Elisa  Hartman,  his  ward.  Tho  notice  of  tho  ostato  settlement  was  published  in 
the  Carlylo  Union  Bannor  for  six  weeks  commencing  on  May  2,  1867  and  endod  on 
Juno  13,  1867* 

Elisa  Hartman,  half-sis tor  of  John  Edwerds,  rosidod  in  his  homo  until  hor 
marriago  to  John  Phillips  on  Juno  30,  1867* 

(b)  Mary  Drako  was  the  daughtor  of  Rev.  John  Drako  and  his  wifo,  Harriot  Thomas, 
who  wero  married  in  Hamilton  County,  Ohio  on  Doc  10,  1835#  Mary  was  born  in 
Ohio  tho  oldost  of  four  daughtor s  by  this  marriago,  Tho so  daughters  woro,  Mary, 
Minorva,  Catherine  and  Christena. 

John  Drako' s  wifo,  Harriot  Thomas,  died  about  1845*  Mary  and  Christena  went  to 
live  with  John's  brother,  Archibald  Drako  and  his  wifo,  Christona  Shriver. 
Minerva  and  Cathorino  woro  roturned  to  Ohio  to  live  with  John's  sister. 

Minerva  married  Samuel  Kenney  in  Athons  County,  Ohio.  Christona  married 
Loandor  Skeon  of  Sandoval,  Illinois  on  Oct  2,  1862  and  diod  on  Juno  10,  1868* 
Aftor  hor  doath,  Cathorino  came  to  Illinois  to  caro  for  tho  young  children  in 
Loandor  Skeen's  homo.  She  marriod  Loandcr  on  May  2,  1869# 

John  Drake  romarried  in  1854  and  lator  moved  to  western  Missouri. 

John  Edwards  and  Mary  (Polly)  Drake  wero  marriod  in  Marion  County,  Illinois# 
and  the  rooord  can  bo  found  at  Salom,  Illinois#

Mary  (Polly)  Edwards  was  married  socondly  to  Jamos  R*  Smith  on  Jan  22,  1870 
in  Clinton  County,  Illinois*  To  this  union  ono  ohild  was  born  whoso  name  has 
boon  found,  Rufus  Smith*  The  author *s  father  always  said  there  were  two  of 
the  so  boys#  but  only  one  was  listod  when  the  ostato  was  administered  at  Mary*s 
death#  At  her  doath,  hor  brother-in-law,  Thomas  Edwards  filod  papers  for 
administration  of  the  ostato#  His  bond  was  signod  by  William  T*  Morris  and 
Greon  E.  Hill#  Mary  Drake  Edwards  Smith  is  buried  in  the  Clark  Cemetery  noar 
Bouldor,  Clinton  County,  Illinois  but  no  gravo  stono  was  evor  placod  at  her 
gr a vc # 

NOTE  i  John  Edwards  had  patonted  40  acres  of  lend  in  Clinton  County  on  Oct  22, 
1865  described  as  SE  \  of  NW  -J-,  Sect  22,  Twp  3N,  R  1  W#  Thomas  Edwards  as 
Guardian  of  the  minor  childron  of  John  Edwards  was  authorised  by  the  Clinton 
County  Court  to  sell  the  above  land  in  order  to  make  scttlomont  of  claims 
against  tho  ostato  on  Fob  16,  1876#  This  was  dono  and  tho  land  was  bought  by 
Gcorgo  Clark  and  a  doed  givon  to  him  by  Thomas  Edwards,  Guardian  of  tho  minor

(a)  Kato  Edwards  was  the  socond  wife  of  John  Clark,  a  votcran  of  the  Civil  War, 
who  had  a  son,  James  Clark,  by  his  first  wifo,  Mary  Wortman  who  diod  Sopt  12, 
1876*  Jamos  Clark  was  born  Mar  7,  1872  and  diod  in  Colorado  on  Jan  28,  1959* 

Kato  and  John  wero  married  in  Clinton  County,  Illinois  by  Jacob  R,  Phillips,  J.P# 
Thomas  Edwards,  Guardian  of  Kato,  gave  consent  to  the  marriago# 


Kato  was  born  at  Collins  Station,  Clinton  County,  which  place  is  now  called 
Huey,  Her  father  was  a  minister  thoro  at  the  time* 

(b)  John  Clark  was  born  in  Dolawe.ro.  Ho  was  tho  son  of  Abner  Clark,  Sr#  and 
Kittio  M.  Lord,  both  natives  of  Dolawaro.  Thoy  were  pioneer  rosidonts  of 
Clinton  County.  John  was  a  brother  of  Abnor  Clark  who  lived  oast  of  Bouldor 
and  whoso  first  wife  was  Ellon  Maddox;  his  second  wife  was  Mary  Hill#  widow  of 
Green  Hill  and  who  later  married  Luko  Smith.  Other  brothers  of  John  were,  Gcorgo 
Clark,  Henry  Clark,  Thomas  Clark  and  sisters  Elizabeth  and  Mary  Clark# 


John  Clark  onlistod  at  Carlylo,  Illinois  for  sorvico  in  tho  Civil  War  in  Company 
I#  30th  Illinois  Inf.#  on  Oot  1,  1861  and  was  discharged  July  17,  1865  in  tho 
grado  of  Privato  at  Camp  Butler,  Springfield#  Illinois.  Ho  was  a  prisoner  of  War 
and  ccnfined  at  Andorsonvillo  Prison  whero  ho  contracted  sovcral  diseases  duo  to 
oxposuro#  Ho  was  taken  prisonor  on  July  22,  1864#  This  servico  was  affirmed  by 
his  commanding  officor#  Capt  William  C.  Kosnot  of  Patoka,  Illinois# 

John  and  Kato  Clark  movod  their  family  to  LaHarpo,  Allon  County,  Kansas  in  1888 
whero  ho  continuod  to  live  until  his  doath. 


After  his  death,  his  widow  moved  to  Colorado  where  tho  family  continued  to  livo 
until  her  death  at  Center#  Colorado.  Some  of  tho  children  continue  to  livo  at 
Conte r#

(a)  Abram  was  born  on  his  father's  farm  on  Flat  Creek  in  Fayette  County,  Illinois# 
After  the  death  of  his  mother  and  step-father,  Abram  made  his  homo  with  his 
brother,  John  Edwards,  who  was  also  his  Guardian.  He  left  this  home  to  enlist  in 
the  Union  Army  during  the  Civil  War  the  came  day  that  he  was  first  married.  He 
enlisted  on  Oct  6,  1864  in  Co  K,  3th  Illinois  Infantry  and  served  most  of  his 
time  in  Texas.  He  was  discharged  at  New  Orleans,  Louisiana  on  Oct  6,  1865# 


Abram  did  not  stay  in  Illinois  very  long  after  his  return  from  the  War.  He  soon 
left  for  the  WEST  and  was  gond  for  two  years,  leaving  his  wife  at  home.  Upon 
his  return,  he  petitioned  for  a  divorce  from  Jane  Moore  on  charges  of  infidelity. 
He  stated  that  ho  had  never  lived  with  Jane  since  he  married  hor  one  evening  and 
left  for  the  Army  the  next  day.  The  divorce  was  granted  on  Nov  22,  1870.  Jane 
then  moved  to  Missouri  where  she  died. 


Abram  was  a  farmer  all  his  life  and  owned  a  good  sized  farm  northwest  of  the 
village  of  Boulder. 

At  Abram's  doath,  his  nephew  John  L.  Edwards,  was  appointed  to  administer  the 
estate  and  act  as  Guardian  of  the  minor  children,  Minnie,  Annie  and  Bessie.  Some 
of  these  children  were  placed  in  the  Soldier's  Childrens  Home  at  Bloomington, 
Illinois  until  their  brother  Frank  Edwards  was  old  enough  to  take  over  the  duties 
which  he  did  on  Feb  14,  1905. 

(b)  Abram's  second  and  third  wives  were  sisters  and  were  daughters  of  David 
Edwards  and  Phoeba  Jackson. 

(o)  Tolitha  Sparlin  was  divorced  from  William  Sparlin  at  Carlyle,  Illinois  in 
the  May  term  of  Court,  1880.

(a)  Young  Thomas  Edwards  was  always  known  as  Thomas  Edwards  or  Uncle  Tom  Edwards* 

He  was  born  on  Flat  Creek  in  Fayette  County,  Illinois*  After  the  death  of  his 
mother  and  step-father,  he  made  his  home  with  his  oldest  brother,  John  Edwards,  in 
Clinton  County*  He  enlisted  at  Salem,  Illinois  on  August  4,  1862  as  a  Private  in 
Co*  I,  111th  Regiment,  Illinois  Infantry  under  Capt  A*  J*  Nichols  for  duty  in  the 
Union  Army  during  the  Civil  War*  He  participated  in  a  great  number  of  the  battles 
of  this  war  and  incurred  physical  injuries  from  sun  stroke  on  June  27,  1864  near 
Kenesaw  Mountain,  Georgia  and  at  a  later  date  from  measles*  He  wa6  discharged  from 
service  at  Washington,  D*  C.  on  June  7,  1865  after  participation  in  the  Grand 
Review  in  celebration  of  the  end  of  the  war*  He  was  a  member  of  the  William  Smith. 
Post  No*  167  of  the  Illinois  G.  A.  R* 


His  age  on  his  enlistment  papers  and  other  papers  he  filed  later  do  not  agree. 
This  was  explained  by  his  son  as  due  to  his  great  interest  in  getting  into  the 
Army  and  he  advanced  his  birthdate  in  order  to  enlist.  He  later  corrected  this 
on  his  pension  roll. 

Uncle  Tom  was  a  farmer  all  his  life  until  age  forced  him  into  retirement.  He  had 
quite  a  large  farm  northwest  of  Boulder  near  the  farms  of  his  brothers  Abram  and 
John* 


Uncle  Tom  lived  with  his  daughter  Miss  Mabel  Edwards  at  Sorento,  Illinois  after 
the  death  of  his  wife,  Mary  Carter*  He  was  regular  in  attendance  at  Church  and 
it  was  while  on  his  way  home  from  an  evening  service  that  ho  was  struck  by  an 
automobile,  vdiich  accident  caused  his  death*

On  this  thirtyeth  day  of  September  1835  personally  appeared  before  the  County 
Commissioners  Court  of  the  County  and  State  aforesaid,  Stokes  Edwards,  a  resident 
of  Morgan  County  and  State  of  Illinois,  aged  seventy  three  years  and  ten  months 
who  being  first  duly  sworn  according  to  law,  doth  on  his  oath  make  the  following 
declaration  in  order  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  made  by  the  Act  of 
Congress#  passed  June  the  7th  1832*  That  he  enlisted  in  the  army  of  the  United 
States  in  the  year  1775  or  1776  and  in  the  summer  of  the  year,  with  Lieutenant 
Mathew  McCauley  and  served  in  the  10th  Regiment  of  the  North  Carolina  line  under 
the  following  named  Officersi  -  Wilson  Captain  of  the  Company,  the  name  of  the 
Major  not  recollected.  Col  Shepherd  commanded  the  regiment |  under  the  above 
named  officers  the  petionor  served  five  months*  The  period  of  enlistment  was 
three  years*  The  petioner  was  a  citizen  of  Orange  County  in  the  State  of  North 
Carolinaj  he  enlisted  in  the  Town  of  Hillsborough,  it  being  the  County  seat  of 
Orange  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  from  thence  he  marched  to  Kingston 
in  said  state  and  from  thence  to  Tarberry  and  from  thence  to  Halifax  in  North 
Carolina,  and  from  thence  to  a  small  Creek  called  Ladies  Hall  where  he  remained 
three  months  and  makelng  the  whole  of  five  months  ct  the  end  of  which  time  the 
petioner  was  permitted  to  return  home  on  furlough  where  he  remained  about  two 
months i  The  Petioner  then  entered  the  service  undor  the  same  Lieutenant  (Matthew 
McCauley)  and  again  marched  from  Hillsborough,  North  Carolina  under  the  command 
of  Col  Archibald  Little,  Major  John  Campbell  and  -  -  -  -us  Nelson,  through  the 
Town  of  Salisbury  North  Carolina,  and  from  thence  to  Comblin  on  the  Santee  river 
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in  the  State  of  South  Carolina  and  from  thonoe  to  what  was  then  oalled  the  ten 


nilo  house,  from  Charlestown,  where  we  remained  about  ten  days  and  from  thence 
to  Puriesburg  on  the  Savona  River  on  the  line  between  South  Carolina  and  Georgia, 
whero  we  remained  about  two  months*  We  then  marched  up  said  river  about  one 
hundred  miles  and  then  crossed  the  same  into  the  State  of  Georgia  and  fought  a 
battle  against  the  British,  called  the  battle  of  Brier  Creek  and  we  were  defeated 
and  driven  back  aorots  the  river  again  into  South  Carolina,  and  from  thence  back 
to  Hillsborough,  North  Carolina  making  the  whole  time  for  which  he  enlisted. 


Ho  hereby  relinquishes  every  claim  whatever  to  a  pension  or  any  annuity,  except 
the  present,  and  he  declares  that  his  name  is  not  on  the  Pension  Roll  of  any 
Agency  in  any  state.

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The  WYKE  or  WIRE  family 

Tho  Wyke  fr.nily  la  of  German  origin  although  several  of  the  name  came  to 
America  as  emigrants  fr  om  Switzerland*  The  first  of  the  name  is  believed  to 
have  been  Alexander  Wike  who  arrived  in  the  Colonies  in  1632*  There  is  a  Will 
filed  in  3erks  County,  Pennsylva  nia  and  dated  1742  for  John  Wike.  Tho  name  on 
the  record  is  spelled  WIKE. 

The  first  one  of  our  particular  family  group  who  cane  to  America  was  Christopher 
Wike.  In  all  the  records,  the  family  said  he  came  from  Switzerland.  The  name  is 
found  with  three  different  spellings.  Christopher  Wike  signed  his  name  as  Wick 
on  his  Will  but  on  his  gravestone,  it  is  spelled  Wyke .  His  son,  George  Wike, 
used  the  spelling  'WIKE,  on  his  service  records  while  in  the  U  S  Army. 
Christopher’s  name  is  spelled  WIKE  on  his  service  record  during  the  Revolutionary 
War*  Our  grandfather,  William  Byron  Wike,  used  the  spelling  WYKE  as  late  as  the 
1070  Census  records.  Therefore,  we  can  conclude  that  it  was  quite  difficult  to 
deternine  just  how  to  spell  the  Swiss  name  in  English.  Because  the  present  day 
families  use  the  spelling  WIKE,  I  have  used  it  as  the  chief  spelling  in  this 
booklet* 

It  cannot  be  determined  just  when  Christopher  Wike  came  to  America*  All  the 
German  and  Swiss  emigrants  to  Pennsylvania  prior  to  1776  were  required  to  take 
an  oath  of  allegience  to  the  British  throne  when  coming  to  this  country.  Between 
1776  and  the  end  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  no  oath  was  required  for  the  simple 
reason  that  there  was  practically  no  emigration  during  that  period  and  allegience 
to  tho  King  would  have  been  out  of  place.  After  1733,  the  records  are  complete 
again.  Since  Christopher  is  not  found  in  the  records  prior  to  1776,  it  is 
assumed  that  he  must  have  arrived  in  this  country  early  in  the  War  years.  He  is 
carried  on  the  Militia  rolls  for  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania  in  1777,  and  it 
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may  be  assumed  that  he  was  either  omitted  from  the  list  of  emigrants,  that  he 
moved  to  Pennsylvania  from  some  other  Colony,  or  that  he  oame  after  the  War 
was  begun. 

The  family  of  Christopher  Wike  covers  only  those  children  mentioned  in  his  will. 
If  there  wero  others,  no  mention  is  made  of  them  and  it  is  presumed  that  since 
George  Wike  is  the  oldest  child,  ell  the  others  were  living  at  the  time 
Christopher  died# 

There  are  other  families  bearing  the  same  name  who  were  also  in  Pennsylvania.  The 
next  ones  known  to  have  come  to  America,  arrived  in  1804.  It  is  not  known  if 
they  were  related  and  no  attempt  has  been  made  by  the  author  to  connect  the 
different  groups  to  a  common  ancestor. 

The  copy  of  Christopher’s  will  attached  to  this  booklet,  is  spelled  and 
punctuated  exactly  as  it  appears  in  the  original,  a  photostat  of  which  is  in  my 
posession.  In  two  instances,  words  cannot  be  deciphered  and  -  -  -  -  indicates 
those  place s#

(a)  Christopher  Wike  like  many  of  his  nationality  came  to  Fennyslvania  and 
settled  in  Lancaster  County  where  there  was  a  large  group  of  German  and  Swiss 
emigrants,  and  it  was  here  that  Christopher  was  first  married*  During  the 
Revolutionary  War,  he  served  in  the  8th  Company,  5th  Battalion  of  the  Lancaster 
County,  Militia  under  Capt  James  McConnall*  Later,  he  served  under  Captain 
George  Rees  in  the  4th  Co.,  10th  Battalion  when  the  Militia  was  reorganized*  He 
is  carried  on  the  Militia  rolls  as  early  as  1777  and  as  late  as  1782  which  shows 
that  he  was  first  married  during  the  Y/ar.  In  the  same  Company  with  him  were 
four  men  named  Bear,  Martin  Bear,  George  Bear,  Samuel  Bear  and  George  Bear,  Jr* 
Since  his  first  wife  was  named  Bear,  it  may  be  that  it  was  through  this 
association  that  he  met  her* 


After  the  War,  Christopher  moved  his  family  to  Stark  County,  Ohio  in  the  spring 
of  1782  but  he  must  have  returned  soon  afterwords  because  Susanna  is  buried  in 
Cumberland  County  and  her  grave  stone  shows  her  date  of  death  as  1787# 

The  full  name  of  Christopher’s  second  wife  has  not  been  found.  Because  of 
peculiar  requirements  in  Pennsylvania,  there  are  no  early  marriage  records 
available  since  they  were  all  kept  by  the  Church  where  the  marriage  was  made* 

Christopher  Wike,  both  his  wives,  and  George  Vfike  are  all  buried  in  Prospect 
Hill  Cemetery  in  West  Pennsborough  Township  one  mile  east  of  Newville,  Cumberland 
County,  Pennsylvania.  All  the  names  are  spelled  Wyke* 

Christopher*#  will  is  on  file  in  the  County  records  of  Cumberland  County,  at 
Carlisle,  Pennsylvania#  It  is  dated  Dec  31,  1814.  In  this  will,  the  writer 
spelled  the  name  'Wiek.  The  County  Clerk  at  Carlisle  has  the  Will  filed  under 
the  name  WICK,  but  a  careful  study  of  the  name  shows  it  should  be  Wiek.  It  is 
evident  that  Christopher  did  not  write  the  will  since  his  signature  is  almost 
undecipherable.  The  original  will  is  Witten  in  German  script  but  with  English 
spelling  and  is  most  difficult  to  read.  See  attached  copy  of  the  Will  for  full

(a)  This  man  was  always  known  as  Scott  VTike,  and  he  signed  many  papers  in  that 
manner.  He  was  very  prominent  in  YTestern  Illinois  political  affairs.  He  was 
born  at  Meadville,  Pennsylvania  and  came  to  Illinois  when  he  was  about  4  years 
old.  He  graduated  from  Lombard  College,  Galesburg,  Illinois  in  1057  and  from 
Harvard  University  Law  School.  Ho  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Illinois  in  1858 
and  looated  permanently  at  Pittsfield,  Illinois  on  Oct  0,  1859*  He  formed  a 
partnership  with  Milton  Hay  and  A.  C.  Matthews  and  later  with  C.  L.  Higbee.  In 
1362  and  1864,  he  was  elected  to  the  Illinois  Legislature  as  a  Representative. 

In  1074  he  was  elected  to  the  U  S  Congress.  He  also  served  as  Assistant  Secretary 
of  the  U  S  Treasury  from  July  1,  1393  until  May  4,  1897  under  the  second  admin¬ 
istration  of  President;  Grover  Cleveland.
